Seagram/MCA takeover in SEE

No. 141) ignores some facts as 
well. The federal ruling, that the 
gigantic U.S.-based and U.S.- 
staffed subsidiary of Seagram 
qualifies as Canadian, applies to 
the foreign holdings of Seagram 
and not to Seagram itself. It was 
the fact Seagram, a Canadian com- 
pany, bought MCA, not the other 
way around, that has enabled a 
ruling that the MCA megacon- 
glomerate is now Canadian. The 
decision giving this U.S.-based 
megacorp the same special-indus- 
try status as Canadian-owned-and- 
operated companies has the 
potential to damage the opera- 
tions and markets of Canadian- 
based film production, film distri- 
bution, music production and pub- 
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lishing, and book-publishing com- 
panies. The problems with the 
decision come not from the fool- 
ish anti-chauvinism you suggested, 
but from a real and serious effect 
on market conditions that may 
ensue. 

I would prefer to believe your 
journalism in these cases was only 
overly hasty, not superficial and 
shoddy as it appears from this 
side of the page. Perhaps when 
you have facts to check, as in the 
above cases and others I have 
noticed, you would be better off 
holding the stories for a week 
while you do the necessary 
research. Your credibility would 
improve.

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Field of greens — hemp 
stores open for business

t’s been called the world’s most extraordinary plant. 

You can smoke it, rub its oil on your body for relax- 
ation, bake with it, even wear it. 

It is hemp, otherwise known as cannabis sativa or 
marijuana. And, actual drug sales aside, hemp pro- 
ducts are a multimillion-dollar industry in North 
America and one of the fastest growing businesses 
worldwide. 

Now, two groups of entrepreneurs here in 
Edmonton are cashing in on the demand for hemp: 
everything from hemp rope and materials — “it’s the 
strongest known natural fibre” — to the tools of tok- 
ing up: pipes, water bongs, smokeless tokes, one-hit- 
ters. 

But running a hemp store isn’t an easy job. Owners 
have to tread a fine line when deciding which prod- 
ucts to carry. That’s because selling the paraphernalia 
used for smoking marijuana is illegal, sort of. 

Kelly Gordon, an information officer with the 
Edmonton Police Service, says it’s sometimes tricky 
to decide. “There is a section of the Criminal Code 
that makes it illegal to possess drug paraphernalia .. . 
but it’s a technically grey area.” 

Kelly says city police don’t consider it illegal to own 
pipes and other paraphernalia, until you actually use 
them to smoke up. Otherwise, “who knows what they 
could be using it for?” he asked. “Besides, we have 
better things to do than go after all these guys. Our 
drug unit, of course, is concentrating on bigger fish.” 

Despite the apparently cavalier attitude on the part 
of police, most hemp store owners are intimately 
familiar with the law. Selling paraphernalia falls 
under “Section 462.2 of the Criminal Code’, recited 
Troy Stewart, one of the owners of True North Hemp, 
which has locations on Whyte Avenue and 124 Street. 

“Basically what it says is if you produce, manufac- 
ture, import, export or sell anything promoting illicit 
drug use, it’s punishable by law.” Even with those 
broad powers, Stewart agrees the cops don't give his 
store too much trouble. 

But Jason Koehler, the owner of Two Guys With 
Pipes, which just opened up down the street on 


Whyte, has a different opinion. “They publicly say 
they’re not worried or they're not watching us, but the 
fact is I have had cop-people following me on differ- 
ent occasions.” 

Gordon begs to differ. “Well, if they know they’re 
being followed, we’re obviously not doing a very good 
job of it, are we?” he joked. “I certainly have no 
knowledge of that. But I would suggest that if some- 
one were being followed, they wouldn’t know it.” 

In Stewart’s True North Hemp store, you'll find 
everything from hemp seed oil, an “excellent nutri- 
tional supplement”, to “Legalize Marijuana” T-shirts, 
to books like Dare to Grow Yer Own Stone. 

Of course you'll also find the requisite drug equip- 
ment, but you won't find the stuff to actually set up 
your own growing operation. “We won't sell viable 
seeds, because that’s trafficking, and we won't sell the 
actual cannabis itself,” said Stewart. “We think we're 
getting enough done outside of jail.” 

Two Guys with Pipes plans to sell marijuana seeds 
through mail order and Koehler doesn’t believe he'll 
get busted. “The only precedence (for trafficking 
charges related to selling seeds) was in 1968 in 
Alberta, other than Mark Emery’s (the owner of Hemp 
BC) bust in January. And that has yet to go through 
the court system.” 

Koehler says charges wouldn't stick because seeds 
contain no THC, the active ingredient in marijuana. 
Still, what would make someone want to go through 
all these hemp hassles? 

“I got really sick of being treated like a criminal for 
a drug I choose to consume,” said Stewart 

“The only reason we opened it was to educate peo- 
ple. We never expected to make any money off it at 
all.” But they do. Stewart estimates sales between his 
two stores are around $30,000 a month. 

The big money is one reason for the proliferation of 
hemp stores in the last couple of years, but both own- 
ers say their primary goal is promoting the legaliza- 
tion of marijuana. 

“I can’t believe people can go out and drink, have 
beers or whatever, and I can’t even go out to a place 
and socialize with people and have a joint,” se 
Stewart.

Yankowsky called Stacey's book, How Do You 
Spell Abducted? “sexist hate literature,” sparking 
an angry reaction from Alberta's literary commu- 
nity. Since Yankowsky made his comments, 
Edmonton bookstores have reported brisk sales 
and Edmonton's Freedom to Read Committee 
has promised to make the book the centrepiece 
of its celebrations next March.

t’s a sunny evening in the small, 

crammed office of Judy Lawrence, 
the Fringe’s executive director. The 
space is plastered with schedules, 
promo materials for this year’s 
Fringe, lists and personal achieve- 
ment awards. Her mug, from a previ- 
ous Fringe, shows a performer bal- 
anced high atop a wire. 

“To call this the Fringe Unhing- 
ed is just perfect because we're all 
teetering at the point of unhinging 
all the time, it’s been so tough.” 
Unfazed and cheerful, she added, 
“we grow from a staff of 10 with a 
handful of committed year-round 
volunteers to 1,500 artists, 1,400 
volunteers and a staff of 200. So in 
order to expand and contract like 
that, it’s a great managerial chal- 
lenge.” 

However, Lawrence has nothing 
but praise for the production peo- 
ple at Fringe Theatre Adventures. 
“World class. They work up a 12- 
month map of what we need to do 
to gear up for the festival. January 
is pretty busy. Already we're work- 
ing out the site designs because so 
many people need to know what 
we're doing on site.” 


Planet’s second largest 


So what's it take to produce the 
planet’s second largest Fringe? It 
takes a guy who can organize not 
only a briefcase, but a gigantic 
staff and 26 porta-potties. Product- 
ion manager Perry Harris opens 
his briefcase, shuffling the mass of 
papers, contracts, maps and mes- 
sages on to the table. “You'll have 
to excuse me if I work while we 
talk,” he said. “Overseeing the ven- 
dors, keeping budget lines, dealing 
with unions. I get to do it all. It’s 
just massive.” 

Harris’ Fringe responsibilities 
alone last for 10 months of the 
year. “Quite frankly I don’t think 
anyone could just walk into this 
job and do it, there’s no way.

Late-night Fringe revellers,

fter a hot day chasing down the best picks at 

Fringe Unhinged, where will visitors, volun- 
teers and reviewers find refuge? Where can they 
sip cheap brew, channel surf the 15th annual 
Fringe and watch Dr. Grot dole out spankings to 
overstayed numbers? Where, above all, can you get 
in on some uninhibited ensemble belly dancing? 

Why, the hinge cabaret and asylum, of 
course. Producer Pamela Anthony (recently of 
the Street Performers Festival’s Women in 
Comedy) has put together a cast of bawdy bed- 
lamites to crown each night at the Anniversary 
Fringe Stage in what promises to be over-the- 
top variety entertainment. Starting tomorrow 
(Friday) at 12:15 am and running every night 
until Aug. 24, the Open Space in the Arts Barns 
will serve up a campy cabaret — and the only 
drop-by venue — for festival-goers. 

“Late-comers are welcome,” said Anthony, 
who wants to keep the show as accessible as 
possible. “It’s only $5 for artists and volunteers 
($8 regular). We want to present fresh entertain- 
ment every night, whether or not you know 
someone.” Cash bar returns go directly to the 
Fringe’s vacant coffers. 

The cast includes Fringe wonders Dave 
Clarke and Darrin Hagen, poet Mary Howes, 
film-maker Cynthia Wells and visual artist 
Mariann Sinkovics (in exotic pink on our cover). 
Special guests from the Fringe appear each 
night, including Fringe true-blues Stewart 
Lemoine, Denise Clarke and Anna Barry. Show 
excerpts and original material will complement 
the performances of a variety of entertainers. 
With this lineup, it’s hard to imagine the hinge 
will creak for want of fresh talent. 


Becoming unglued 


The of crazy cabaret is the i 
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Johnny and Polky Variety Hour (Catalyst 
Theatre) as proof variety has taken off in 
Edmonton. She also has in mind “variety enter- 
tainment in an artier fashion,” as opposed to 
send-the-banjo-guy-out or send-the-jugglers-out- 
and-see-if-people-laugh. What’s unique here is 
the group dynamic between the inmates of the 
“asylum” and the saints, fools and madwomen 
who involve the audience and evolve with the 
run. The hinge tilts backwards too, drawing 
inspiration from the original London Cabaret 
show from the ’70s, vaudeville, Erik Satie and 
Kurt Weill. 

The most typical hinge “inmate”, like the 
music, is full of haunting undercurrents under a 
slick veneer. Host Dr. Grot, a.k.a. Clarke, is “a 
sort of ex-British musical-vaudevillian host. He 
intends (the show) to be sophisticated, heart- 
warming, with a moral at the end, but I’m quite 
certain he won't be able to achieve that,” 
Anthony said. As the title character in Clarke’s 
own show at the Royal Canadian Legion, Grot is 
the nightmarish personality you'd least want in 
charge of a nightclub. He makes ominous pacts 
with the audience, has tea with them at the 
break, and publicly spanks guests who exceed 
their allotted times. 


No budget. No problem 


If some parts of cabaret go unrehearsed, this 
follows the show’s off-the-cuff production val- 
ues up till now. “We were in Dadeo’s one night 
and somebody asked if I wanted to do a cabaret 
show (during the Fringe). Of course I said yes,” 
Anthony recalled. The project ballooned as she 
received enthusiastic support from the talented 
artists who now make up the cast. “So I got all 
excited ... then I said to (Fringe Theatre

every night. “We learned a lot about painting,” 
added Sinkovics, whose Gypsy-like character 
Kinga leads “Belly dancing for everyone” and 
“Dance of the Seven Petticoats”, which will be 
left to the imagination. Her many-costumed 
alter-ego (“very visual and bratty”) owes much 
to new-found painting gifts. 

The haphazard feel of the show is astonishing: 
the cast rehearsed only Monday nights until 
recently. And while characters have prepared 
material, their interaction will develop sponta- 
neously through the run. “A lot we'll discover on 
the fly,” said Hagen, who also appears in The 
Edmonton Queen — Not a Riverboat Story. 

Hagen and Clarke, co-Sterling-award winners 
in sound design, will try to one-up each other as 
musical hosts. Clarke’s Dr. Grot and Hagen’s 
Ronnie Nozzle (that raunchy sailor-lad), will 
manage sound at the cabaret, replete with “adult 
coffee house tunes”, according to Hagen. The 
two will make a funny and watchable pair. 
Naughty Ronnie thinks himself dapper in his 
whites and blues and Dr. Grot may well spank 
the boy-toy seaman if he tries something. 

Hinge entertainment will likely be as varied 
as the Fringe itself; from the horror clowns 
Mump & Smoot to Wendy Vousden to Gordon’s 
Big Bald Head. As film-maker Wells said, “We 
are hoping to unite the whole (Fringe) commu- 
nity with a crazy atmosphere (and) a show peo- 
ple can come back to.” ay 

Wells herself is getting back to her roots — 
singing. Here “it’s just you and your heart and 
the voice you were given, without the machin- 
ery but all the interaction.” At the hinge, she’s 
— no joke — Puce La Duce Voluptuous 
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Sanitary concerns are not the 
festival’s only worries. This year, 
the Fringe came dangerously close 
to not affording its hinges, as 
sources of financial aid have been 
steadily drying up. 

“One hundred thousand on $1.7 
million doesn’t seem like a lot, but 
when it’s cash, it’s a make or break 
point,” Lawrence said: She lets 
escape a long sigh and praises the 
Angels who kicked in $100 each. 
“Thank God we came up with the 
Angel campaign. It’s not only 
saved our financial butts, it saved 
our morale.” 

While they fell short of their 
goal of $110,000 by 100 donations, 
Lawrence believes they probably 
made up that shortfall through ser- 
vices donated by merchants. She 
added there’s still time to help out 
and get a pass to the big Angel 
soirée,

formers to house only their play. 

One of the mandates of the 
Fringe, and the National Asso- 
ciation of Fringe Festivals which 
Edmonton helped found, is to 
always give patrons the chance to 
ensure all profits go to the artists. 
This rule of thumb, along with 
keeping the shows non-juried, pre- 
vents the Fringe from directly 
profiting and, therefore, being 
tempted to give the best slots to 
the shows that make the most 
money. 

“So many organizations take 
what the artist does and profit 
from it,” Harris said. “I don’t think 
that’s right. I think if someone cre- 
ates something, they should reap 
all the rewards from that. The fact 
this festival charges a nominal fee 
and we give them two qualified 
professional technicians, we give 
them a fully-equipped venue, and 
whatever people pay to see them 
they get to keep, that’s great.” 

“That said, I’m breaking the 
rules this year,” Lawrence admit- 
ted. As part of their 15th anniver- 
sary celebration, she’s decided to 
stage an Anniversary Venue and 
invite artists who started their 
flourishing careers with the 
Fringe. Mump and Smoot will per-

oey Tremblay’s and Jonathan 

Christenson’s Fringe °95 play 
Elephant Wake walked away with 
every Sterling Award in its category, 
including Outstanding Fringe New 
Work and Outstanding Fringe Pro- 
duction. Tremblay tied with Damien 
Atkinson for Outstanding Fringe 
Performance and Christenson won 
Outstanding Fringe Director. 

Furthermore, the two are the 
new artistic directors of Catalyst 
Theatre and their show at the 
Fringe Unhinged, My Perfect 
Heaven, was an unbridled success 
at last year’s Loud and Queer 
Cabaret. 

So is Tremblay an insufferable 
egomaniac after all this success? 
Fortunately, no. He’s a man with a 
strong commitment to the work. 
“In the way that Jon and I work, 
there’s no time for ego,” explained 
Tremblay. “We do our research 
together, start talking about plot 
lines and then fill in the holes by 
going away separately to write. 
Ego gets you nowhere.” 

Nowhere is far from where 
Tremblay’s going. Their upcoming 
season includes work created by 
the pair using a repertory company 
of eight actors who will be in- 
volved with the process. Exciting 
stuff for Edmonton. 

He considers My Perfect Heaven 
to be a teaser for their 1996/97 sea- 
son. A BYOV (Bring Your Own 
Venue) at their new home at the 
south end of the Yardbird Suite, it 
teams Christensen as director and 
Tremblay as the solo performer, 
with both of them sharing writing 
duties. 

Tremblay moved to Edmonton 
six years ago from Vancouver, fol- 
lowing buddies from the Univer- 
sity of Regina, from which he had 
graduated with a bachelor of fine 
arts in acting. 

Both Elephant Wake and My 
Perfect Heaven deal with life in 
small towns. “We were not inter- 
ested in mentioning loud, queer or 
gay in My Perfect Heaven. The 
issues are bigger than that. It’s 
about an outsider who’s brutalized 
in a small town, moves to the city 


and finds life is just as bad there.” 

Not exactly Up With People, but 
it’s written with a sense of humor 
and irony. “I’m not a sad victim,” 
concluded Tremblay.

Singing gargoyles, flying mach- 
ines operated by black-cloaked 
stilt walkers, and live music by the 
Dada jazz band Street of Croc- 
odiles, are just part of the specta- 
cle that makes up Green Fools’ 
Fringe offering The Death of 
Benvenito Cellini. 

The Calgary troupe includes 
Christine Cook, Dean Bareham, 
Judd Palmer and David Lane in a 
show sure to delight, given their 
expertise in manipulating ornate 
hand puppets, marionettes and 
masks. Their fresh and imaginative 
performance offers over-the-top 
characters rooted in human folly. 

“We sold out at Calgary’s High 
Performance Rodeo in January 
and then packed a second run,” 
Said David Lane, taking over 
administration duties at home 
while the company tours B.C. 

When you hear marionette and 
Calgary, the name Ronnie Burkett 
automatically comes to mind but, 
according to Lane, they're not real- 
ly connected, though “we've talked 
to him. He’s not around much and 
kind of quiet.” 

Cook and Bareham, the two 
founders, studied at the Dell’arte 
School of Physical Theatre in Blue 
Lake, CA. There, they learned how 
to design and perform in the 
Commedia Dell’arte style. 

“Puppetry is a relatively new 
thing for us. Green Fools has al- 
ways done mask and stilt work, 
but a tour of Eastern Europe 
inspired us. While there, we expe- 
rienced elaborate Baroque Thea- 
tre, including a puppetry tradition 
200 to 300-years-old. It gave us a 
wonderful medium to experiment 
with and find out how many solu- 
tions we could come up with in the 
script.” 

Those solutions serve well the 
story of Benvenito Cellini, a 
renowned goldsmith of the late 
Renaissance Italy. His principal 
fame, however, comes from his 
outrageously braggadocio autobi- 
ography, La Vita.

Reason flies out the window though with The 
Hoopal Show and is replaced with silliness and 
fun. The duo of Gibbs and Peter Mieliczek have 
performed together and toured around the globe, 
including France, Belgium, Germany, Holland and 
New Zealand, for six years. They landed at 
Edmonton’s Street Performers Festival last year 
(enter Canadian girlfriend) and were told the 
Fringe could be financially viable for them. 

“Our show is impossible to describe,” said 
Gibbs. “It’s physical comedy, like Laurel and 
Hardy. It’s not so much what they’re doing; it’s 
just them doing it together that makes it funny.” 

Gibbs, with a background in acrobatics, started 
street performing as an introduction into the act- 
ing profession. “I wanted to be a stunt man and 
get an Equity card. There were no auditions with 
street performing, no one telling me that I wasn’t 
good enough.” 

He started to integrate stand-up and then com- 
bined his acrobatics with comedy to create a thor- 
oughly engaging show. “I found out that street 
performing was viable in its own right.” 

Mielniczek, a clown/actor for 10 years, has done 
pantomime as well as working with straight the- 
atre. “I prefer doing a double act; there’s more 
scope with a partner. Each of you can go to more 
extremes because the other one is there to pull 
you back.” e

A new cityscape of art supporting art

aap Network wants to paint 
you a picture: be one of the next 
25 new subscribers to the theatre 
and you'll receive an Edmonton sky- 
line by oil painter Loren Chabot. 

“It’s a new and novel idea, art 
raising funds for the arts,” Chabot 
said. “I feel sometimes the arts 
don’t overlap enough. A visual 
artist can be a gold mine if you can 
promote (them).” 

Recognized for his Edmonton 
scenes, portraits and paintings of 
international locations, Chabot 
began his art education at the 
Shepy International School at age 
six. He also attended the Banff 
School of Fine Arts and the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, the latter for 
academic graduate studies.

To date, his work has appeared 
in over 40 different shows from 
New York to Vancouver and his 
mountainscapes are on display in 
Japan. 

“I only paint what I choose to, I 
don’t paint necessarily what the 
market dictates,” Chabot said, 
adding he and his promoter are 
actively seeking the corporate 
market as well as private buyers. 

What Chabot and Theatre Net- 
work are offering is a brand new 
painting of the downtown city- 
scape including the Edmonton 
Queen. In this case, half the profits 
from 1,000 framed prints, plus the 
sale of the original, will go to 
Theatre Network. 

Chabot said arts groups are 
often “too willing to look toward 
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Edmonton artist Loren Chabot has more under his hat than skill in painting Edmonton 
scenes. He also has the dream of convincing artists and arts groups they need to support 
one another. The next 25 subscribers to Theatre Network will receive a Chabot print.

In 1975, Italian writer and 
film-maker Pier Paolo 
Pasolini was killed by Pino 
Pelosi, a young male prosti- 
tute. That’s the part of this 
story that isn’t controversial. 

The controversial part sur- 
rounds the why and with 
whom Pelosi carried out the 
foul deed. That’s the contro- 
versy at the heart of 
Pasolini: An Italian Crime, 
the latest offering from 
Italian director Giordana. He 
also helped write the screen- 
play, which in turn came 
from his own book Pasolini, 
Un Delitto Italiano. 


Trick turned bad 


When Pelosi, played by de 
Filippi, (Once Upon a Time 
in America) is initially inter- 
rogated by police, he admits 
he possibly killed Pasolini, 
but argues it was in self- 
defence. He maintains 
Pasolini turned out to be a 
rough trick and the only way 
he could keep the victim at 
bay was to repeatedly hit him 
over the head with a nearby 
wooden sign. 

One police officer, 
Inspector Pigna (Bertolli), 
immediately suspects 
Pelosi’s story. Pasolini wasn’t 
killed in self-defence, he 
believes, nor did Pelosi act 
alone. Pasolini was an out- 
spoken social activist, who 
went so far as to suggest the 
entire Italian ruling class be 
brought up on criminal 
charges. He made a lot of 
powerful enemies who 
would not be above having 
him murdered. 

Pelosi's story is also dis- 
trusted by Graziella 
Chiarcossi, played by

Braschi (Down by Law, 
Johnny Stecchino, The 
Monster) who is Pasolini’s 
cousin. (Braschi, incidental- 
ly, is the wife of mega-fam- 
ous Italian actor/director 
Roberto Benigni.) Not wanti- 
ng her cousin to be remem- 
bered as a violent sex fiend, 
Chiarcossi launches a civil 
suit against Pelosi. Her 
lawyers find Pelosi’s claims 
are, at best, dubious. 

Much of what makes this 
story intriguing is its JFK- 
like aura of conspiracy. Key 
pieces of evidence are over- 
looked, or never gathered, 
leading to suspicions of a 
high level cover-up. The 
haunting score by Ennio 
Morricone doesn’t exactly 
hold the film back, either. 

Much of what makes it 
hard to sit through, however, 
is its pacing. While we are 
given a steady stream of tan- 
talizing tidbits, there are few 
exciting plot-points. It’s dra- 
matic at the beginning, then 
a lot of pedestrian stuff hap- 
pens, then it’s dramatic for 
one more scene at the end. 
This slowness is accentuated 
by the fact there is no one 
main character to draw us in. 
Pelosi is there throughout, 
but his character is distant 
and unfriendly. 


Embellishment...not 


Pasolini had strong feel- 
ings about making the truth 
known and spoke of “the 
criminal stupidity of televi- 
sion”. To embellish the story 
of his murder to the point 
where it made a great movie, 
dramatically-speaking, 
would be blasphemous.

With Emma, Hollywood makes its 
late entry into the Jane Austen 
sweepstakes. Still, it’s fitting that the 
land of self-absorption should decide 
to film the story of Austen’s most 
self-absorbed heroine. 

The film opens with a shot of 
Emma (Paltrow) spinning an orna- 
mental globe between her fingers. 
The globe is painted with portraits of 
Emma’s social circle and the shot is 
a sly, if less then subtle, reference to 
Emma’s privileged place in the 
world. 

She’s rich, adored, and into every- 
body else’s business. 

Emma plays matchmaker first to 
her governess, then to her poor-rela- 
tion friend Harriet Smith (Collette). 
In fact, she treats Harriet like the 
subject of her own personal science 
experiment. 

Emma advises Harriet to turn 
down her best match (a dull but 
pleasant farmer) and then throws 
her in the path of inappropriate suit- 
ors. Along the way, she unintention- 
ally tramples the feelings of those 
around her and fails to recognize the

its bare bones. He emphasizes come- 
dy over social commentary and 
treats secondary characters like 
stock comic devices (Mrs. Elton, for 
example, played by Juliet 
Stevenson). 

Even Mr. Knightly, Emma’s friend 
and romance-to-be, appears to have 
walked out of the pages of some cat- 
alogue of perfect, two-dimensional 
men. 

McGrath's film lacks context. In so 
doing, it misses the tartness of 
Austen's social commentary. Com- 
pared with such heavyweights as 
Persuasion and the BBC miniseries 
Pride and Prejudice, Emma comes 
across as the Coles Notes’ version of 
Austen.

“Your rules are really beginning to annoy 
me,” is what Snake Plissken, the lovably 
unsubtle protagonist of Escape From L.A. 
would say to that. In fact, you yourself just 
might want to break a few of those rules, the 
first one in particular. 

Escape From L.A., the “long-awaited” 
sequel to Escape From New York, reunites 
Russell (The Thing, Big Trouble in Little 
China) with director Carpenter (The Thing, 
They Live). Russell reprises his role of one- 
eyed tough guy Plissken. He’s a rebel’s rebel 
in a dark, fascist future in which the United 
States Constitution has been replaced with a 
“moral code” and the President’s term of 


office lasts his entire life. The story so far... 

The year is 2013. A devastating earthquake 
in the year 2000 rendered Los Angeles an is- 
land. Rather than reconstruct, the President 
designates L.A. the U.S. deportation zone and 
simply sends every hardened criminal in 
America to the island prison, itself surround- 
ed by a heavily-guarded barrier, making 
escape impossible. (Really! No fooling!) 

A bizarre turn of events results in the 
President's daughter (Langer) being trapped 
in L.A. with, of course, the most powerful 
weapon in the not-so-free world. Stumped for 
a solution, the powers that be turn to futuris 
tic bad-ass Snake Plissken, since his track 
record of breaking into and out of impenetra- 
ble city-size prisons is one for one. 

Plissken (sorry, I'm supposed to call him 


“Snake”) is actually refreshing to see after 


being subjected to the now-formula action 
hero typified by Schwarzenegger and Willis. 
Instead of dishing out one-liners and rescuing 
damsels, Snake doesn’t waste any time trying 
to be cool; he just wastes anything getting in 
his way. Russell is never disappointing as an

action guy. He’s aged very well since he made 
Escape from New York, enjoying a middle- 
aged version of the Michael J. Fox syndrome. 

Unfortunately, Escape from L.A. doesn’t 
quite come together. Rather than tell an origi- 
nal story, Carpenter instead reuses the 
Escape from New York template to recap vir- 
tually the same story, albeit with a markedly 
different outcome. The plot consists of a 
series of “escapes in L.A.” as Snake is dealt 
from bad guy to bad guy. Snake just doesn’t 
have a lot of interesting things to do here and 
his motivation amounts to little more than “do 
this or we'll kill you” The ending, 
however, rocks like there’s no tomorrow. 

Though the story doesn't hold up very well, 
there are enough movie moments, subtle ref- 
erences and unexpected cameos to keep you 
interested the whole way. As such, Escape 
From L.A. deserves a look, especially if you 
haven't seen Escape From New York, though 
you'll probably spend more time talking about 
the Star Trek: First Contact trailer than the 
actual movie.

Danny DeVito directs an inventive 
adaptation of British author Roald 
Dahl's novel about a bright young girl 
who develops special powers. She rids 
herself of her crass parents (DeVito 
and Rhea Perlman), combats an ogre 
of a principal (Pam Ferris) and finds 
happiness with her favorite teacher, 
the gentle Miss Honey (Embeth 
Davidiz).

And provoca- 
tion is obviously one of the ways 
to get him to talk, to crack that 
stone wall staring blankly at the 
TV, clicking like a fiend. Of course, 
that doesn’t mean you have to like 
what he says when you do finally 
manage to drag something out of 
him. Especially if he’s the kind 
who reacts to provocation by go- 
ing on the defensive. Between his 
defence and your offence, you 
might as well forget any grasp on 
reason and head right into if-you- 
say-another-word-my-head-is- 
going-to-explode frustration.

he Fringe, a thing that happens 

once a year and actors make a 
lot of money from, is back in town. If 
you're a theatre buff, you might be in 
a fringe lineup right now, waiting to 
see some culture. Or, perhaps you're 
in the beer tent, where the only cul- 
ture is the stuff growing in the fester- 
ing beer which sits under the layers 
of handbills covering each table.

Regardless of where they are, it 
seems like a lot of the people at 
the Fringe like to complain about 
stuff these days. They say the line- 
ups are too long, there’s too many 
people, the Fringe is becoming too 
much like Disneyland. 

I say these weaknesses could all 
be turned into advantages. The 
Fringe is too much like Disney- 


land? Well, people like Disneyland, 
except for the French. Why not go 
all the way and have a Fringe 
roller-coaster? 

Every year there’s five or six 
shows the critics all agree every- 
one should see. Rather than have 
everybody line up to see them, 
why not have the roller-coaster go 
through them all, one after anoth- 
er? Bam, bam, bam! You can see 
Stewart Lemoine and David Belke 
and Mump and Smoot all in five 
minutes. Zoom! Was that Jeff Has- 
lam? Who cares! We can say we 
saw it. Let’s hit the beer tent! 

If you're not going to the Fringe 
this year, I thought I would include 
within this column a lovely play 
for you to read, just so you don’t 
feel left out. 

My play is a one-man show, the 
best kind to have at the Fringe 
because you make more money. 
Many plays in the past have dealt 
with the tragic consequences of 
wicked bankers foreclosing on 


honest farmers; this play deals 
with the horrible effects honest 
farmers can have on large multina- 
tional banks. It is entitled The 
Banker Thing. I thank you

uring the last week or so while 

driving to work, I heard a new 
advertisement on the radio from a 
company encouraging listeners to 
visit their World Wide Web site. 
Having a short URL and catchy nam- 
ing scheme firmly lodged this site 
address in my head (good marketing 
fellas!) so I too was suckered in to 
see if their clever radio marketing 
carried over to their on-line pres- 
ence, 

The company is called Video 
Response, an e-mail and phone 
order operation selling and deliv- 
ering movies on video. 

I had a mental image of spectac- 
ular graphics, video trailers and 
film footage, rare behind-the-

videos that can be ordered through 
e-mail (voice phone is used to col- 
lect credit card information) and 
delivered to your door. The site’s 
opening page depicts a theatre/ 
storefront which has but one way 
in. 

Once at the main menu, an 
“important notice” clearly spells 
out this is a service for Canadians 
only, while a very brief description 
outlines the purpose of the site. I 
could narrow this description 
down to four words: Gladly Take 
Your Money! 

The backgrounds of this site 
drove me nuts, a different one 
loading for each page, and the 
cheesy graphics have Windows PC 
written all over them. That must 
be why PC stands for “Piece of 
Crap”! And not one piece of video 
to download in sight. 


Boring. 

There are eight main categories 
for videos with each hosting from 
eight to no more than 10 movies. 
Hey, wait a minute. Quick math 
tells us there are only about 80, at 
best, movies to choose from. 
Where’s the selection? Well, you 
have to disconnect from the ‘net so 
you can use the phone to call their 
toll-free number to find out what 
other titles they carry. Why they 
don't list them all or at least allow 
you to search for any of their in- 
stock movies in their web site is 
plain stupidity. 

There's a smidgen of movie triv- 
ia scattered lightly around this site, 
but none of it is really eye-opening. 

The contest, to win a free video, 
is little more than a questionnaire 
on your video purchasing habits. 
While easy to fill out, no doubt I'll 


be getting e-mail or, worse yet, 
their 150-page catalogue in the 
mail offering me 10 videos for five 
cents if I join their club. 

If you're looking for movie info, 
you'd do a lot better by going to 
the official movie sites or to the 
site of the movie company that 
produced the film you have an 
interest in. If you enjoy buying 
videos, you'd be better off taking a 
trip to Zellers, ya know, where the 
lowest price is the law. And don’t 
forget those Club Z points; you 
probably have enough to buy a 
new VCR already.
